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To The Trade 

The entire Greenlee Hand Tool Line is briefly described through* 
out this catalog. We show identification numbers, and a ho give 
stock information and packaging data for all items. 

Prices arc subject to change w ithout notice, although we endeavor 
to notify customers when any change occurs in the w r ay of an advance, 
and give them the benefit of any reduction on orders received after 
such is made. Tools of a special nature must be figured on the basis 
of time and material, or in accordance with established quantity extra 
schedules. 

Our terms to customers having adequate rating or with satisfac- 
tory reference are net cash in thirty days from date of invoice and ship- 
mem, or 2 ft. cash discount 25th inst. on invoices dated 1st to 15th, and 
2% 10th prox on invoices dated K th to 3 1st. If parties arc unknown 
or without rating, wc must ask for remittance in advance or ship on 
the basis of cash against documents. 

Prices are figured on the basis of standard packages. When it 
is necessary to furnish broken packages, increased handling costs are 
involved, and 1 Of is added to the net charge to cover them. 

All orders are formally acknowledged, and goods are carefully 
packed and checked. Packing lists are supplied with each shipment. 
Claims for shortage or errors must be made on receipt of goods. Our 
delivery is to the transportation company in all cases, except for ex- 
port trade Shipments lost or damaged in transit are not at our risk, 
but w p c will prosecute claim for same in behalf of the purchaser.

The Greenlee Spiral Screw Driver, with enclosed spiral, is a convenient 
and scrviciihle fool with several outstanding and exclusive Greenlee features, 
which make it superior to the ordinary spiral screw driver. 

The compktdf enclosed spiral was designed to prevent the operator from 
gttring Jiis hand caught in the spiral to prevent dirt and grit from entering the 
working parts, and to permit thorough lubrication of the tool. All exposed parts, 
except the handle and drive hits, are chromium plated, wirh the timer sleeve having 
a dull finish and the other parts highly finished. 

Greenlee Screw Drivers are built for years of hard service. Both drive nuts 
are made of phosphor bronze, formed under a pressure of 100 tons. These two 
drive nut $ in connection with the spiral take most of rhe wear. 

All adjustments are simple and positive, with fbe shifter button ebsc 
to the handle for operating with rhe thumb without changing the position of the 
liand, The spiral is locked by a simple forward movement of the outside sleeve.

The Greenlee Setfast Expansive Bit is a brand new idea in tools of this 
type, in that it has a novel means of adjusting the cotter and locking the pans. 
It has a very simple construction, consisting of Eve pieces only, namely, body, 
two cutters, adjusting barrel, and eccentric pm. The Colters for this tool and 
the adjusting barrel are fcftcd with an 8 pitch Square thread, and this permits 
very rapid setting to size. 

The parts of this tool are securely locked by the action of the eccentric 
pm in the side of the b<»dy T which engages the adjusting barrel, causing pres* 
sure against the cutter. A quarter turn with a screw driver tightens of loosens 
thr parts, and the setting of the cutter is accomplished by turning the adjust 
mg barrel with the thumb This pattern also hat the wide, open throat.
